2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because, while it gives a synopsis of 
the structure of the invention, it does not describe that which is new in the art to which 
the invention pertains. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following title is 
suggested: A Method of Forming A Shared Global Word Line MRAM Structure. 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested 
in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification.

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests method of forming a shared global word line 
MRAM structure, comprising: anisotropically etching the deposited magnetic metal 
liner material leaving the magnetic metal liner material over the first liner material on 
edges of the trench so that the magnetic metal hner extends to and physically contacts 
the bottom of the trench.
